WILL HAVE CONTROL 
OF ALL PRODUCTION 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 28. 
—(INS)—The United States 
and western European union 
powers agreed today to cre­ 
ate a Ruhr authority con­ 
trolling future production of 
the great German industrial 
area in the interests of peace 
and prosperity. 
To Crush Military Miffht 
The plan is designed to crush 
forever any possibility that Ger­ 
man military might will rise anew 
to menace world peace. 
Other principal objectives of the 
Ruhr authority are: 
“To further the recovery of die 
countries of Europe, including a 
Democratic Germany; and to pro­ 
mote that intimate association of 
their economic life which . . . 
alone can assure a peaceful and 
prosperous Europe.”

agreement

after weeks of discussion in Lon­

A Tel Aviv spokesman, preserv­ 
ing the Jewish blackout on news 
of the fighting, refused to confirm 
reports that 
Israeli armor has 
pushed through the Negev desert 
mud to the sea. bottling up the 
Egyptians in the Holy Land. 
He said only that Jewish fighters 
scored new successes around Gaza 
on the coastal strip about 20 miles 
north of the Egyptian border. 
The Arab broadcast admitting 
the fall of Gaza created jubilation 
in the Israeli capital. 
N eè Victories 
Earlier, U. N. observers and 
radio Cairo both reported new 
Jewish victories in the southwest 
corner of the Negev. 
The spokesman, lifting thè news 
blackout slightly for the first time 
since Wednesday, added: 
“Our Negev operations are do­ 
ing well. 
Certain parts of the 
Negev inside Israeli\territory hith­ 
erto occupied by the Egyptians 
have now been cleared.” 
He also declared that an officer 
of field grade—above the rank of 
major—is 
among the 
prisoners 
taken by Jewish forces. 
The spokesman’s reference to 
“Israeli territory” was taken as ex­ 
cluding the Gaza coastal strip, 
which is part of the territory al­ 
lotted to Arabs.

The announcement was made by 
First Lt. McCarley, Public Rela­ 
tions officer for the MiliUry Air 
Transport Service, 
McCarley Mid that information 
radioed to Weutover Field stated 
that twelve men were taken off 
the ice plateau.

It was undetermined immediate­ 
ly where the men will be taken 
after their first emergency stop, 
I but it was believed they will be 
j flown directly to Westover Field 
Th? plane flew the rescued men 
to Bluie West Eight, an airfield 
270 miles northwest of the ice­ 
cap. It was not known immediately 
where the men would be taken 
from Bluie West Eight.

"Poliomyelitis was the major ex 
eeptlon to a generally favorable 
picture of child health in 1848. 
Severe outbreaks in several parts 
of the country resulted In the sec­ 
ond Ughest number of caaet regis­ 
tered In this country. The interest 
that has been stimulated in infan­ 
tile paralysis has led to reporting 
of many more relatively mild cases 
than heretofore. Early and im­ 
proved treatment of the disease, 
and the abundant facilities now 
provided by a generous people 
have reduced the number of fatali­ 
ties and of aerioua crippling. 
ChlldMrUi Death Bate Lewer 
"Deaths of mothers in childbirth 
continued to decline In 1948. In­ 
dications are that the maternal 
mortality rate was at leaet 10 per 
cent below the previous low record 
of 1847, and about half the rate of 
only five years ago. It la gratifying 
indeed that there has been this 
huge reduction in maternai deaths 
in a period when the number of 
Urths haa been at the neak level 
in the country’s history.^ 
The mortality reglatered for the 
chronic dlaeeaea of the heart, can­ 
cer, and diabetes present a differ­ 
ent picture, although not an alarm­ 
ing Me. according to Dr. Dublin. 
"Hie roeord for the diaeaaes of 
mkhlle and later life make leas 
cheerful reading, but it is not as 
bad aa it appears on the aurface,” 
he asserts. ^‘These conditions now 
aceounC for the great majority of 
the deaths from disease in the 
United Ststes. An increase in the 
proportion of deaths from these 
conditions la inevltablo, in view 
of Use steady increase in the ave­ 
rage age of the population and the 
reduction In deaths from the in- 
fscthnia diseases at every period of 
life.

proeeaa. The death rate from these 
oondltlona in the aggregate shows 
little change in 1848 from the 1847 
figure. The cancer deeth rate rnae 
slightly. This it almost entirely 
reflection of the aging of ttw popu­ 
lation and the increasing rata of 
discovery of caaea. More cancer 
patients are being treated early 
and the population of them that 
are cured or spared lor many years 
of useful life is growing. The death 
rate from diabetes also was up by 
a amall amount In 1848. However, 
studies of diabetic patients show 
that they are living longer than 
ever before, as a result of the pres­ 
ent methods of treatment.” 
Reeerd tor Vlotent Cauaaa 
The 1848 mortality record for 
violent causes was generally favor­ 
able. according to Dr. Dublin.

vehicles and the amount of auto­ 
mobile travel.” he reports. “In re­ 
lation to mileage, the motor vo- 
hicle death rate was probably the 
lowest ever experienced. Other 
types of accidents also showed a 
reduction from the year before 
Notable in this year of high pro­ 
duction is the decline in the death 
rates from industrial accidents 
Mortality from both homicide and 
suicide ghowed little change in 
1848 from the comparatively good

slight gain in food, production dur­

Connie hinted strongly that he 
expected hit A’s to furnish plenty 
of opposition to the Indians In the 
pennant drive, but he refused to 
flatly predict a flag for his club. 
“I’m not predicting a pennant for 
the Athletics," he' declared, "be­ 
cause some of my boys are pretty 
slow runneirs and liable to hit Into 
too many double-plays.” 
But wistfully, Connie added: 
"I certainly would like to give 
the fans of Philadelphia one more 
pennant winner.” 
He said that his efforts to 
strengthen his infield were not 
meeting with success because the 
A’s lack reserve trading material.

Draws Comparison 
Asked to compare baseball to­ 
day with the sport when he first 
entered It some 60 years ago, Con­ 
nie listed four major changes:

(2' The catcher formerly stood 
far behind the plate, catching most 
pitches on the bounce. Now he is 
directly behind the batsman.

Has Speeded Up 
Connie said that the game has 
speeded up considerably because 
pitchers are always trying to de­ 
velop new pitches.

“There are comparatively few 
strong pitchers today,” Connie 
said. He said Feller was the best 
example of a “strong pitcher’’ in 
baseball today.

28.-*Thl» could 
be taken aa my swan song. To a 
certain extent, it concerns my fu­ 
ton plans la regard to defense of 
the Harmaworth Trophy. 
I feel I owe It to every sports’ 
enthusiast, who so graciously sup­ 
ported me in the pest, to tell them 
what I Intend to do. 
(1) Tm not going to defend the 
trophy I worked so hard for and 
prised so much. 
(2) Mias America X was the last 
of the Americas. There will never 
be another built by me. 
(3) I would like to be godfather 
of the American team if the powers 
in charge see fit to grant me that 
privilege. I will do everything pos­ 
sible to help keep the Harmsworth 
Trophy in thla great country of 
ours. 
Sentimental Memory 
Why am f not going to defend 
the Harmaworth? A man of my age, 
68, should have better tense than 
to drive in a major event of this 
kind. I have had thrills enough to 
last me a lifetime. 
Secondly, I would Just as soon 
retire as champion. Let some one 
else win for a change. I would 
rather have It that way. 
There is sentimental memory in 
regard to the Mias Americas. When 
Miss America was built, the late 
Mrs. Wood christened It as the 
“Boat of Perfection”. For. that rea­ 
son alone, there will never be an­ 
other. 
Whan I speak of being godfather 
of the American team, I mean I 


would like to be around lending 
any assistance possible. I will w 
only too happy to do that 
In my line of thinking, it would 
be an unpardonable tin against in­ 
ternational sportsmanship to elimi­ 
nate the International aspect of this 
race by any attempts to alter the 
donor's rules. 
'Nothing To Say 
Maybe I'm wrong, hut my con­ 
ception of an International race 
always has been that a Harmsworth 
boat, complete with equipment, 
should be designed and built by a 
citizen of the country he repre­ 
sents.

Of course, we have nothing to 
say about the formation of the 
rules or about changing them. This 
control is entirely in the hands of 
Great Britain. All we do is to spend 
our money building a boat and to 
raee.

When 1 plained my attempt to 
bring the Harswojth back from 
England in 1920. I was Just an in­ 
experienced individual in boating.

When I received all the neces­ 
sary information, I built two boats. 
One was Miss America I, which was 
designed to run in fairly smooth 
water. 
Watte Smooth 
Fully aware that the waters at 
Cowes were extremely rough at 
times I built a second boat, Mias 
Detroit IV, designed for that type 
of water. We won with Miss Amer­ 
ica I because the waters happened 
to be quite smooth that day.
